This stretch of road has just 
been completed and the final inspec 
tion was being made by Federal In­ 
spector Robinson as well as by

Sayers. 
Roy Williams built all 
the 
concrete roads in Mississippi Coun­

In this contract from Charleston 
to 
East Prairie, and some work on the 
Anniston road, since March 28, 1924, 
Mr. Williams has built- 8 miles 
of 
concrete road, 7 miles of gravel road, 
taken up and moved 10 miles of rail­ 
road track and laid 13 miles of track 
on another project, 
which goes 
to 
show that his force has not slept on 
the job.

superintendent, hence the

plished in this short space of time.

lar expended.

Baltimore, Md., June 20.—A copy­ 
righted dispatch from a staff corre­ 
spondent at New York to the Balti­ 
more Sun today says that “Woodrow 
WiIson’s last political will and testa­ 
ment—a document of party principle 
and policy—is to be laid by a group 
of bis foHowers before the members 
of the resolutions 
committee 
when 
the time comes to write the Demo­ 
cratic platform’’. 
The “ Memorandum” as it is called, 
takes tihis position on foreign 
rela 
tionships: 
“Straight-out and straight-forwan 
membership of the United States in 
the league of Nations and an aban 
donment of a ‘farcial’ policy of ‘un 
official observation’. 
“Adherence of this nation to 
the 
permanent 
international 
court 
of 
justice under 
the 
auspices of the 
league and with no nullifying reser 
vaitions. 
“On domestic matters, the former 
president and bis political associates 
agree upon these policies: 
“A -liberal attitude toward prohibi­ 
tion, but vith law enforcement what­ 
ever the law may be. 
“Revision downward of federal tax­ 
ation as radically and as .rapidly 
as 
the state of the treasury will permit. 
“A careful and scientific 
revision 
downward of the tariff to promote 
foreign trade and to prevent the ex­ 
ploitation of the many for the 
ag­ 
grandizement of the few. 
“Relief for the farmer by granting 
him additional credit 
when needed. 
Re-examination of tbe 
whole trans­ 
portation problem by congress look­ 
ing toward lower raies and with the 
possible creation 
of 
a new depart­ 
ment of transporation having repre­ 
sentation in the cabinet. 
“A direct declaration for religious 
freedom, the separation of church and 
state and the condemnation of 
any 
sect or order which would openly or 
covertly impair any religious right”.

Even the tax of

man Governm ent on all pleasure tra v ­ 
elers is conceded by some 
G erm an 
editors to he unavailing as a deter- 
rent. 
Italy, it appears, has 
from 
early in the year been deluged 
with 
German visitors, so th at the Italian 
press speaks of the condition as the 
“German inundation”. 
Wilbur 
F o r ­ 
rest, Paris correspondent of the New 
York Herald 
Tribune, 
writes 
th a t 
“ from Cairo and the Valley of 
the 
Kings, straig h t across the 
pleasure 
and sightseeing 
zones 
of Europe— 
along the Coasts of the M editerran­ 
ean and the Adriatic, in the de luxe 
resorts of Italy, under the sunshine 
of 
Sicily 
and 
northern Africa, in

Morris House In History 


Possibly because it has so m any of 
them, N ew York pays com paratively 
little attention to the physical m em ­ 
entoes o f the Revolution. 
The site 
of old F o rt W ashington as now occu­ 
pied by an 
apartm ent 
house, and 
w hile the city 
acquired the 
Jum el 
m ansion, or the Roger Morris house, 
tw enty y ears ago, only a few hun­ 
dred dollars have been expended on 
the building and grounds, notw ith­ 
standing the fact that for thirty-six 
days the old 
colonial 
mansion was 
the h ea d q u arters of the com m ander- 
in-chief of the American arm y when 
she colonies w ere struggling for their 
independence. 
Now, however, plans for the re ­ 
storation of the mansion have been 
approved. 
In the years th at have «passed v an ­ 
dals have alm ost wrecked the garden 
of the m ansion where 
once walked 
the beautiful woman who refused the 
hand of the 
m an 
who became the 
first president of the United States. 
The history of the Roger 
M orris 
house goes back to 1763, when it was 
built by the young British lieuten- 
ant-colonel who won the hand of the 
beautiful M ary Philipse and brought 
here there as his bride. 
Until 
the 
Revolution 
'bnoke 
out 
Roger 
and 
M ary 
M orris 
lived 
in the sta te ly 
m ansion happily. Four children w ere 
born to them , and Morris resigned 
his com mission and became a m em ­ 
ber of the k in g ’s council for the col­ 
onies. 
W ith the coming of the Revolution 
everything changed, and 
157 
years 
ago 
Roger 
and 
Mary M orris and 
their children left their home 
and 
subsequently fled to Kngland. * 
And the next year the young V ir­ 
ginia colonel who had wooed 
M ary 
Philipse came to the Morris home as 
the head of 
th e 
arm y 
o f patriots 
fighting for independence. 
W h eth er W ashington gave a th o ’t 
to the m istress of the house is 
not 
known. 
Possibly he did not. 
He w as 
h arassed and d-ishcartened. A fter the 
B attle of Long Island, A u g u st 
27, 
1776, the A m erican arm y, having su f­ 
fered heavy losses, retreated to New 
York. 
But S ir William Howe, h av ­ 
ing landed troops in New York, the 
American 
arm y 
could not 
rem ain 
here, 
and 
retreated under General 
Putnam tx> Robert M urray’s house on 
M urray Hill. 
W ashington, with the main 
arm y, 
had fallen back to Harlem H eights, 
w d Septem ber 16, 1776, W ashington 
issued his first order from the Rob­ 
ert Morris house. 
During W ashington’s occupancy of 
the house he used the M orris library 
as his council cham ber, and there he 
received his generals and other 
of­ 
ficers as well as those friendly to the 
cause of the colonies. 
Am ong those 
who called w ere itwo Indian braves 
of the Six Nations, who cam e in th ru 
the side door, bearing laurel branch­ 
es 
as tokens 
of their fealty. 
3 he 
stones over which they walked 
are 
till in place. 
Thb southeast room on the second 
floor was W ashington’s bedroom te m ­ 
porarily, and .later he moved to the 
north chamber, which became his p ri­ 
vate office. 
It was from 
this 
house N athan 
Hale voluntarily set out to discover 
the movements of the British 
arm y 
on the movements o f the British a r ­ 
my on the north. 
He was captured 
and after being subjected to 
g rea t 
cruelty, was hanged. 
D uring the en g ag em en t 
th a t re ­ 
sulted in the cap tu re of Fort W a sh ­ 
ing, November 16, 1776, Gen. Lord 
Percy, having 
with 
him 
Admiral 
Lord Howe as his gu est, took poss­ 
ession of the house. 
In the sum m er 
of 1777, it was occupied as headquar­ 
ters by Gen. Sir H s rry Clinton, and, 
as 
it had 
lieen 
under the M orris 
regime, was again socially brilliant. 
In 1778 it was assigned as headquar­ 
ters to the Hessian general, Baron 
Wilhelm von Knyphausen, who occu­ 
pied it with his G erm an staff 
more 
than two m truths. 
In June, 1781, a n ­ 
other Hessian, Geneqpl von Losberg, 
was quartered 
in 
the house. 
But 
New York was evacuated November 
25, 1783, and the Roger Morris house 
again came into the hands o f 
the 
Americans. 
It was confiscated and sold 
and 
finally became the home of a fa rm ­ 
er. 
M ary M iris never cam e back to 
her home, hut General 
W ashington, 
then President of the U nited States, 
did July In, 1790. 
W ith him was his 
cabinet and the wives of the m em ­ 
bers. 
In the old home the President en ­ 
tertained 
at dinner 
and afterw a rd 
recorded 
sadly 
in 
his 
diary the 
change in the fortunes of his form er 
headqua rters. 
Stephen Jum el, a French m erchant 
doing business in New York, bought 
the 
house in 1819 for $10,000, 
the 
mansion being surrounded by thirty- 
ox acres of land. 
A com patriot 
of 
L afayette and a 
g reat 
adm irer 
of 
W ashington, Jum el set about re sto r­ 
ing the house. 
The work of resto ratio n complete, 
Jum el and his wife sailed for France 
in 1815. 
Their intent w as to 
bring

New York, June 16.— Drugs valued 
at more than $2,(K)0,000 were seized 


last Saturday on a truck coming off 


a pier at Hoboken, N. J., it became 
known 
today. 
H. 
D. 
Estenbrook, 
chief of the special agents of 
the 
Treasury Department, who conduct­ 
ed the raid, said the seizure uncover­ 
ed one of the most elaborate and 
ef­ 
fective schemes 
ever 
divulged for 
smuggling narcotics 
in the 
United 
States. 
The seizure broke up 
a 
German 
syndicate, 
Chief 
Esterrook 
said, 
which had smuggled drugs, valued at 
more than $5,000,000, into the United 
States in two years. 
A year ago 
a 
treasury agent at Bremen, Germany, 
opened cases labeled “brushes” and 
“ returned German goods”. 
He found 
only bricks and stones. 
They 
had 
been shipped to 
Germany 
in bond, 
supposedly from Trinidad, by the way 
of the United States. 
A month ago it was learned 
that 
the 
same 
cases, 
re-packed, 
were 
shipped from Bremen, consigned 
to 
Trinidad, by way of the United S ta t­ 
es, in care of Abraham Palowitz, a 
bonded truckman. 
It was discovered 
Palowitz, who had only three 
con­ 
signments of goods from ships in a 
year, was to transfer the cases to a 
S o u th American steamship 
line 
in 
Brooklyn. 
As scheduled throe cases 
labeled 
“brushes” arrived 
on

President Roosevelt.

finally settle« litigation started 
in 
1010, when Prosecuting Attorney of 
Mississippi County 
sought to 
oust 
the company from Missouri, on 
the 
ground it bad violated the state con­ 
stitutional provision 
prohibiting 
a 
corporation from holding land in 
the 
state longer than six years if not en­ 
gaged in ifts business. 
The 
deeds of tru st 
had been ex­ 
ecuted by the company 
to Gilchrist 
prior to this, but the Circuit 
Court 
held that the conveyance was merely 
an evasion of the constitutional pro­ 
vision, and therefore void so far 
as 
conforming with it. The 
case was 
carried to the Supreme 
Court 
and 
eventually upheld. 
Later, in 
1921,

134 REDS IN A CAGE 
FOR FLORENCE TRIAL 


Rome, June 14.—A 
political trial 
which presents some curious and un­ 


usual features 
recently 
opened 
in 
Florence. 
One hundred 
and thirty- * 
four Communists awl anarchists, 
in­ 
cluding three women, are being tried 
for the Empoli massacre, which took 
place on March 1, 1921, and was one 
of the worst episodes of the peri>>d 
of Bolshevist ascendancy in Italy. 
A railway strike had been 
pro­ 
claimed in Florence, and the authori­ 
ties asked for sailors from Leghorn 
to help the Fascists run the trains. 
News of this leaked 
out, and when 
the two motor trucks containing 45 
sailors and 18 carabinieri, reached the 
outskirts of Empoli 
(a small town 
about 20 miles* from Florence, where 
the “ Reds” had very much the upper 
hand) they found 
further 
progress 
barred by obstacles placed across the 
road. 
As the convoy stopped it was 
fired on iby Communists hidden 
in 
neighboring 
houses, 
a 
bomb 
was 
flung in front 
of 
it, 
and a fierce 
crowd surrounded the cars and drag­ 
ged out and disarmed the occupants, 
several of whom were already severe­ 
ly wounded. 
Five were killed on the 
spot under circumstances 
of revolt­ 
ing brutality, others were robbed and 
beaten, and of those who managed to 
escape four ware massacred by 
the 
peasantry. 
One Communist stamped 
on 
the face 
of a dying carabiniere 
with the heel of his boot, and a wom­ 
an bent down over a sailor writhing 
in his death 
agony 
and bit of!' 
his 
ear. 
This is the first time on record that 
so large a number of prisoners have 
been tried together, and special a r­ 
rangements have had to be made. The 
accused are seated on tiers of wood­ 
en seats inside a 
huge 
iron 
cage, 
which occupies the Whole of the right 
side of the Assixe-Court and gives it 
the appearance of a human zoo. 
To 
obviate the inconvenience of convey­ 
ing 134 persons 
every 
day to and 
from the town prison, a temporary 
goal has ibeen prepared in a govern­ 
ment 
building 
adjoining 
the law 
courts, with dormitories and a kitch­ 
en. 
The premises bristle with cara­ 
binieri and Fascist police, of whom 
altogether some 400 are on perman­ 
ent duty. 
The accused are defended 
by 18 lawyers, and there about as 


many more on the other side. 
Sixty- 
five charges will be brought and 550 
witnesses will be called to 
give evi­ 
dence, so it is no wonder that 
the 
trial rs calculated to last at least 3 
months. 
The prisoners are mostly of 
the 
peasant and artisan class,, and they 
are of all ages, from an old man of 
76 to a young girl of 18, who has to 
answer to charges of atrocious cruel­ 
ty to the wounded. 
Needless to say, 
they all deny the crimes imputed to 
them, and state, with curious unani­ 
mity, that on the afternoon of March 
1, 1921 they were none of them in 
Empoli—they were all taking walks 
in the country.

GENERAL FARM OUTLOOK IN 
MISSOURI BELOW AVERAGE 


Jefferson City, June 20.—The gen­ 
eral agricultural outlook in Missouri 
at this season is somewhat depress­ 
ing, according to FederaLState agri­ 
cultural authorities here, the condi­ 
tion of farming activities at present 
being only 87.2 per cent of the 
10- 
year average for this time of 
the 
year. 
This condition is lower 
than 
the status of many surrounding sta t­ 
es and the condition of the United 
States Is 92.3 per cent. 
The situation in Missouri, the re­ 
port of the bureau here said, is due 
to the lack of warm and dry weath­ 
er, w*hich as absolutely necessary to 
successful farming operations at this, 
the most vital farming period of the 
year. 
The 
Federal-State 
bureau 
sum* the situation up as follows: 
“Grain and hay crops are all 
be­ 
low the 10-year average, with hay 
at 93.6 per cent; 
winter wheat, 90.7; 
spring w’heat, 89.5 per cent and bar­ 
ley, 88.1 per cent. 
The condition 
of 
rye is above that of the other grains. 
“Cotton is off to a had start, being 
9.9 per cent below its average. 
Pas­ 
tures are 9.3 per cent below average. 
“ Peaches are 14.8 per 
cent above 
the average, pears 6.6 per cent 
and 
apples 5.6 per cent. 
Blackberries are 
again promising. 
Cherries give the 
poorest prospect in the big commer­ 
cial producing states, but throughout 
the Middle West cherries are gener­ 
ally good, commercial distrcits being 
82.3 per cent of an average. 
“The season throughout the Unit- 
(*d States has 
been 
very generally 
backward, with considerable promise 
early 
in 
the season, but later 
the 
weather 
turned 
extremely 
dry in 
many of the heavy 
crop 
producing 
states. 
Recently there has been too 
much rain and cool weather, with the 
general crop situation not so prom­ 
ising as last year. 
“Throughout the corn belt, corn is

It was eight months ago, in a bak- 
ed-clay village in Panama, that Rich­ 
ard O. Marsh saw three girls

“They had bodies as light as a sun­ 
burned white girl, and decidedly light 
hair—a startling 
and 
incongruous 
sight among these black and rag-clad 
negroes” , he recorded. 
He was told that they 
belonged to 
a white race living up the Chucana- 
que river, remnants of nobody knows 
what 
strange 
layer 
of civilization 
spread here 
in 
an 
unremembered 
past. 
Some contact these white folk 
had had, of course, with white broth­ 
ers from across the sea; the Spani­ 
ards and the buccaneers of sixteenth 
century England went at them with 
the 
broadsword, 
spreading murder, 
culture and fear. 
A long 
way 
up 
the Chucanaque 
river, therefore, it was necessary for 
twentieth century America to 
chase 
these fugitives from culture into 
a 
jungle 
so 
beset 
with 
mountains, 
swamps and tropic fever that to 
the 
white man it still is an unknown land. 
Five months the Marsh 
expedition 
spent in a hot thicket, half the size of 
Maryland; two of the explorers died 
of berberi; now comes 
news of the 
discovery of a race. 
And the modern world wags on. 
But it may find interest here. 
First in the 
discovery 
of 
those 
“Nordics”, down 
where 
they 
have 
no right to In», hitting below the col- 
orJbelt—a tropic race of white men 
obviously playing underdog to 
black 


men. 
.Again: 
In the adventures of the 
explorer, modern style. 
It is not in 
the manner of Balboa or Columbus 
that this expedition penetrates 
the 
wilds, but 
with outboard motors fit­ 
ted into native dugouts and an 
air­ 
plane overhead to chart the way. So 
modern, this, th at it is even a little 
surprising to read that when the ex­ 
pedition left New 
York -it carried 
beads and mirrors for the native wo­ 
m en-m achetes 
and bows of lemon- 
wood for native men.—instead of rad­ 
ios and phonographic wax. 
And then, perhaps of as much in­ 
terest as the rest, there is our sure­ 
ness that we have little left to learn. 
How confidently we chart the intrica­ 
cies of the human mind, go off amoqg 
the stars 
for 
novelty 
and plo-t the 
landmarks of a life beyond the grave 
—when, till yesterday, we had never 
climbed the fence and set a foot in 
our back yard. 
The achievement of the 
Marsh ex- 
□edition, which 
has 
turned toward 
home after five months in the jungles 
of Darien, Panama, 
bringing along 
three natives of a tribe of White In­ 
dians, were hailed 
with admiration 
yesterday by Dr. Frank B. Von le u 
ber, Austrian explorer, w ho eneoun - 
ered white-skinned savages in 
three 
trips into the same territory almost 
two decades ago. 
Dr. Von Teuber has been in 
York since February, following 
return 
from 
explorations 
in 
Upper Amazon. 
The White Indians 
that Dr. 
Teuber saw on two o c c a s i o n s , 
among whom he 
stayed 
for 
weeks, had fair hair, just as do those 
found by the Marsh expedition. 
Dr. 
Von 
Teuber 
describes 
it as more 
nearly white 
than yellow, however. 
T hey had the prominent cheek-bones 
of the Mongolian, like those of other 
Central 
American 
Indians; 
their 
noses were flat and broad, and 
then 
lips protruding,

types. 
Often their skins were mot­ 
tled, 
leopard-like, 
with 
brownish

Very primitive were 
the 
blonde 
Indians Dr. 
Von 
Teuber 
saw. 
He 
found among them no trace of an an­ 
cient civilization, and is inclined 
to 
beiieve them the result of a mingling 
African and native 
American blood, 
after an age of degeneration. 
Starting from Colon in 1906, 
Dr, 
Von Teuber and his party went 
by 
canoe down the coast and turned in­

Toward the end 
of 1907 Dr. Von 
Teuber 
headed 
another 
expedition 
from the west coas t, starting at Pan­ 
ama and following the ancient Span­ 
ish “Gold ,Road” inland. 
It was 
ex­ 
actly on the seventy-ninth meridian 
th at he found 
the 
community 
of 
White Indians. A t chat time the tribe 
was engaged In war with dark-skin­ 
ned tribes to the south. 
*They were a sickly tribe, several 
of them with leprosy”, said Dr. Von 
Teuber. 
“They used blow-guns with 
small arrows for hunting, and 
for 
w’arfare 
the 
same 
powerful bows 
were used by 
the 
San Bias tribes. 
They still make 
fire 
with friction; 
they do no cooking, eating the flesh 
,of birds and game raw, and smoking 
all they don’t need immediately 
in 
order to preserve it. 
“The White Indians have no con­ 
tact at all with white traders. 
They 
are at peace with the San Bias In­ 
dians, who regard them, because 
of 
their light skiins, as endowed with the 
power to exercise evil spirits. When 
a dark-skinned Indian of the 
East 
Coast is ill, he visits the White In­ 
dians and goes through an elaborate 
ritual of purification. 
“Sun-worshippers the 
White 
In­ 
dians seemed to be. 
They also ador­ 
ed queer images cut from wood. 
“Whether one 
believes 
that 
the 
cradle 
of 
hirmunkind 
was in Asia, 
whence men spread slowly to the New 
World by way of Siberia and Alaska,

Possildy because it has so many of 
ihem, New York pay's comparatively 
little attention to the physical mem­ 
entoes of the Revolution. 
The site 
of old Fort Washington is now occu­ 
pied by an 
apartment 
house, and 
while the city 
acquired the 
Jaimel 
mansion, or the Roger Morris house, 
twenty years ago, only a few hun­ 
dred dollars have been expended on 
the building and grounds, notwith­ 
standing the fact that for thirty-six 
days the old 
colonial 
mansion was 
the headquarters of the commander- 
in-chief of the Ameiionn army when 
the colonies were struggling for their 
independence. 
Now, however, plans for the re­ 
storation of the mansion have been 
approved. 
In the years tha' have 'passed van­ 
dals have almost wrecked the garden 
of the mansion where 
once walked 
the beautiful woman who refused the 
hand nt the 
man 
who became the 
first president of the United States. 
The history of the Roger 
Morris 
house goes back to 1762, when it w-.s 
built by the young British lieuten- 
ant-colonel who w<m the hand of the 
beautiful Mary Philipse and brought 
here there as his bride. 
Until 
the 
Revolution 
broke 
out 
Roger 
and 
Mary 
M orris 
lived 
in the stately 
nmnaion happily. Four children were 
born to them, und Morris resigned 
his commission and liecame a mem­ 
ber of the king’s council for the col­ 
onies. 
With the coming of the Revolution 
everything changed, and 
157 
years 
ago 
Roger 
and 
Mary Morris and 
their children left their home 
and 
subsequently fled to England. ♦ 
And the next year the young Vir­ 
ginia colonel who had wooed 
Mary 
Philipse came to the Morris home as 
the head of 
the 
army 
of patriots 
fighting for independence. 
W hether Washington gave a tho’t 
to the mistress of the house is 
not 
known. 
Possibly he did not. 
He was 
harassed and disheartened. After the 
Hattie of Long Island, A ugust 
27, 
1776, the American army, having suf­ 
fered heavy losses, retreated to New 
York. 
But Sir William Howe, hav­ 
ing landed troops in New York, the 
American 
arm y 
could not 
remain 
here, 
and 
retreated under General 
Putnam to ifcobent Murray's house on 
Murray Hill. 
W ashington, with the main 
army, 
had fallen back to Harlem Heights, 
tnd September 16, 1776, W ashington 
issued his first order from the Rob- 
rt Morris house. 
During W ashington’s occupancy of 
the house he used the Morris library 
his council chamber, and there he 
eceived his generals and other 
of­ 
ficers as well as thiose friendly to the 
cause <»f the colonies. 
Among those 
ho called were itwo Indian braves 
f the Six Nations, who came in thru 
the side door, bearing laurel branch- 
as tokens 
of their fealty. 
The 
stones over which they walked 
are 
till in place. 
Thb southeast room on the second 
floor was W a sh in gton ’s bedroom tem ­ 
porarily, and .later he moved to the 
rth chamber, which became his pri- 
ate office. 
It was from 
this 
house Nathan 
Hale voluntarily set out to discover 
the movements of the British 
army 
on the movements of the British a r­ 
my on the north. 
He was captured 
and after being subjected to 
great 
cruelty, was hanged. 
During the engagem ent 
that re- 
ulted in the capture of Fort W ash­ 
ing, November 16, 1776, Gen. Lord 
Percy, having 
with 
him 
Admiral 
Lord Howe as his guesnt, took poss- 
ssion of the hoarse. 
In the summer 
of 1777, it was occupied as headquar- 
ers by Gen. Sir H arry Clinton, and, 
as 
it had 
!>een 
under the Morris 
regime, was again socially brilliant. 
In 1778 it was assigned as headquar­ 
ters to the Hessian general, Baron 
Wilhelm von Knyphausen, who occu­ 
pied it with his German staff 
more 
than two months. 
In June, 1781, an­ 
other Hessian, Geneqpl von Losberg, 
was quartered 
in 
the house. 
But 
New York was evacuated November 
25, 1782, and the Roger Morris house 
again came into the hands of 
the 
Americans. 
It was confiscated and sold 
and 
finally became the home of a farm ­ 
er. 
Mary Morris never came back to 
her home, but General Washington, 
then President of the United States, 
did July 10, 1790. 
With him was his 
cabinet and the wives of the mem­ 
bers. 
In the old home the President en­ 
tertained 
a* dinner 
and afterw ard 
recorded 
idly 
in 
his 
diary the 
change in the fortunes of his former 
headquarters. 
Stephen Jumel, a French merchant 
doing business in New York, bought 
the 
house in 1819 for $10,000, 
the 
mansion being surrounded by thirty- 
six acres of land. 
A compatriot 
of 
Lafayette and a 
great 
admirer 
of 
Washington, Jumel set about restor­ 
ing the house. 
The work of restoration complete, 
Jumel and his wife sailed for France 
in 1815.

Indians" with flaxen 
hair, and a chance for the galloping 
modern world of subways and elec­ 
tric motors, double-entry helpers and 
electrifying jazz to look at itself from 
another angle. 
It was eight months ago, in a bak- 
ed-clay village in Panama, that Rich­ 
ard (). Marsh saw three girls 
in a 
gap of jungle. 
“They had bodies as light as a sun­ 
burned white girl, and decidedly light 
hair 
a startling 
and 
incongruous 
sight among these black and rag-clad 
negroes”, he recorded. 
He was told that they 
belonged to 
a white race living up the Chucana- 
que river, remnants of nobody knows 
what 
strange 
layer 
of civilization 
spread here 
in 
an 
unremembered 
past. 
Some contact these white folk 
had had, of course, with white broth­ 
ers from across the sea; the Spani­ 
ards and the buccaneers of sixteenth 
century England went at them with 
the 
broadsword, 
spreading murder, 
cukture and fear. 
A long 
way 
up 
the Chucanaque 
river, therefore, it was necessary for 
twentieth century America to 
chase 
these fugitives from culture into 
a 
jungle 
so 
beset 
with 
mountains, 
swamps and tropic fever that to 
thi* 
white man it still is an unknown land. 
Five months thé Marsh 
expedition 
spent in a hot thicket, half the size of 
Maryland; two of the explorers died 
of berberi; now comes 
news of the 
discovery of a race. 
And the modern world wags on. 
But it may find interest here. 
First in the 
discovery 
of 
these 
“Nordic*”, down 
where 
they 
have 
no right to Ik-, hitting below the col- 
or4>eR—a tropic race of white men 
obviously playing underdog to 
black 
men. 
•Again: 
In the adventures of the 
explorer, modern style. 
It is not in 
the manner of Balboa or Columbus 
that this expedition penetrates 
the 
wilds, hut 
with outboard motors fit­ 
ted into native dugouts and an 
air­ 
plane overhead to chart the way. So 
modern, this, that it is even a little 
surprising to read that when the ex­ 
pedition left New 
York -it carried 
beads and mirrors for the native wo- 
men— machetes 
and bows of lemon- 
wood for native men— instead of rad­ 
ios and phonographic wux. 
And then, perhaps of as much in­ 
terest as the rest, there is our sure­ 
ness that we have little left to learn. 
How confidently we chart the intrica­ 
cies of the human mind, go off among 
the stars 
for 
novelty 
and plot the 
landmarks of a life beyond the grave 
when, till yesterday, we had nevet 
climbed the fence and set a foot in 
our back yard. 
The achievement of the 
Marsh ex- 
pedltion, which 
has 
turned toward 
home after five months in the jungles 
of Darien, Panama, 
bringing along 
three natives of a tribe of Whit«* In­ 
dians, were hailed 
with admiration 
yesterday by Dr. Frank B. Von Teu- 
ber, Austrian explorer, who encount­ 
ered white-skinned savages in 
three 
trips into the same territory almost 
two decades ago. 
Dr. Von Teuber has bee.n in New 
York since February, following 
his 
return 
from 
explorations 
in 
Upper Amazon. 
The White Indians 
that Dr. 
Teuber saw on two occasions, 
among whom he 
stayed 
for 
weeks, had fair hair, just as do those 
found by the Marsh expedition. 
Dr. 
Von 
Teuber 
describes 
it as more 
nearly white 
than yellow, however. 
They had the prominent cheek-bones 
of the Mongolian, like those of other 
Central 
American 
Indians; 
their 
noses were fiat and broad, and 
their 
lips protruding, 
more 
like African 
types. 
Often their skins were mot­ 
tled, 
leopard-like, 
with 
brownish 
spots. 
Very primitive were 
the 
blonde 
Indians Dr. 
Von 
Teuber 
saw. 
He 
found among them no trace of an an­ 
cient civilization, and is inclined 
to 
believe th«*m the result of a mingling 
African at ni native 
American blood, 
after an age of degeneration. 
Starting from Colon in 1906, 
Dr. 
Von Teuber and his party went 
by 
canoe down the c«>ast and turned in­ 
land up the Rio Sanigandi. through 
the land of the Sanblas Indians, 
a 
warlike tribe, dark-skinned. 
In the 
upper waters of the 
Samgandi 
the 
party abandoned their boats, crossed 
a mountain range and took to the wa­ 
ter again on the Rio Santa Isabel on 
hastily constructed bamboo floats. 
Shortly after 
this, 
native 
boat > 
were perceived in the distance. 
Re- 
connoitering 
from 
a tri-e, Dr. Von 
Teuber discerned through the binocu­ 
lars white bodies in th«* native boats. 
Presently the natives noticed his par­ 
ty and tied. 
Dr. Von Teuber pursu­ 
ed them for a fortnight before 
th«y 
finally evaded him. 
On the return 
Dr. 
V«»n 
Teuber’s 


»San Bias 
Indian*. 
»Sixteen natives 
and two Americans were killed, and 
Dr. Von 
Teuber, 
the sole survivor, 
was held captive for several days be­ 
fore a wkite trader obtained his 
re­ 
lease. 
Toward the end 
of 1907 Dr. Von 
Teuber 
headed 
another 
expedition 
from the west coast, starting at Pan­ 
ama and following the ancient Span- 
h “Gold (Road” inland. 
It was 
ex­ 
actly on the sevfMty-ninith meridian 
thnt he found 
the 
community 
of 
White Indians. At tt.at time the tribe 
was engaged in war with dark-skin­ 
ned tribes to th«* south. 
“They were a 
ickly tribe, several 
of them with leprosy”, said Dr. Von 
Teuber. 
“They used blow-guns with 
small arrow s for hunting, and 
for 
warfare 
th e 
same 
powerful bows 
were used by 
the 
San Bias tribes. 
They still make 
fire 
with friction; 
they do no cooking, eating the flesh 
of birds and game raw, and smoking 
all they don’t need immediately 
in 
order to preserve it. 
“The W hite Indians have no con­ 
tact at all with white traders. 
They 
are at peace with the San Bias In­ 
dians, who regard them, because 
of 
their light skims, as endowed with the 
power to exercis»* t*vil spirits. When 
a dark-skinned Indian of the 
East 
Coast is ill, he visits the White In­ 
dians and goes through an elaborate 
ititual of purification. 
“ Sun-worshipper s the 
W’hlte 
In­ 
dians seemed to Ik*. 
They al«o ador- 
ed queer images cut from wood. 
“W hether one 
believes 
that 
the 
cradle 
of 
humankind 
was in Asia, 
whence men spread slowly to the New 
World by way of Siberia and Alaska, 
or in the upper r« a#hes of the Ama­ 
zon, I don’t, think the existence 
of 
these W hite Indians will turn out to 
be a very significant fact. Those that 
we saw see«n#d to me to be a «iegen- 
erate people, rather than any strong 
ancient stock” .
